Hybridizers 
are  giving  these  early  irises  added  height;  gardeners  are  demanding  less  height  in  the  later 
irises;  for  the  front  of  the  border.  With  these  two  facts  in  view,  we  are  of  the  belief  that 
this  section  of  the  catalogue  may  well  be  combined  with  the  general  list  of  bearded  irises. 
May  we  hear  which  listing  our  customers  prefer?

Should 
have  protection  the  first  winter,  in  the  north,  lest  they  heave.

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Japanese  Irises 

For  some  years  the  names  and  stock  of  Japanese  irises  has  been  sadly  mixed.  Dr. 
Reed  and  his  assistants  at  the  Brooklyn  Botanic  Gardens,  have  been  attempting  to 
straighten  out  the  confusion.  We  now  have  what  we  hope  is  an  authoritatively  named 
collection,  perhaps  the  most  complete  in  New  England,  of  these  beautiful  irises.  They 
will  grow  in  a  more  moist  situation  than  the  bearded  irises;  they  require  a  lot  of  water 
before  coming  into  bloom,  tho’  they  do  not  like  to  stand  in  it,  during  the  winter.  There 
are  two  types,  the  single  and  the  double;  the  first  with  three  petals,  the  other  with  six. 
Blooming  season  is  about  July  first  to  twentieth. 

Our  planting  of  these  irises  gave  us  almost  no  bloom,  last  season,  so  once  more  we 
rely  on  copied  descriptions.  We  were  glad  to  be  able  to  add  all  of  Mr.  Kemp’s  varieties, 
but  stock  of  some  is  too  limited  to  offer  this  year.  Japanese  irises  may  be  moved  in  the 
spring,  or  the  fall;  like  the  Siberians,  they  should  have  protection  the  first  winter,  in  the 
north,  or  the  frost  will  play  havoc  with  them.  Also  like  the  Siberians,  they  need  very  rich 


soil.

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Species  and  Hybrids 

The  final  list  we  offer  you,  is  that  of  species,  both  American  and  foreign,  with  various 
hybrids.  All  of  them  have  been  growing,  Over-the-Garden-Wall  for  one  or  more  winters; 
some  of  them  have  bloomed,  others  we  hope  to  see  in  the  future.  At  present,  our  curiosity 
to  learn  which  of  these  interesting  irises  are  actually  hardy,  has  lead  us  to  grow  them  without 
frames.  We  give  them  a  fall  mulch  of  peatmoss,  covered  later  with  evergreen  boughs  or 
excelsior.  If  they  survive  —  they  must  be  good —  and  others  may  care  to  try  them.  Our 
knowledge  of  these  is  very  limited;  we  trust  each  is  assigned  to  its  propel  division. 

AMERICAN  SPECIES. 

I.  foliosa.  Brilliant  blue.  Likes  partial  shade  in  moist,  or  even  marshy  locations. 

The  blossom  stalk  often  sprawls,  making  this  an  ideal  iris  for  planting  among 


rocks.  Native,  Kentucky  to  Kansas.  About  12"  $.50 

I.  fulva.  Copperish  mahogany.  A  native  of  the  southern  states,  but  perfectly 

hardy  here;  not  especially  free  bloomer.  28"  $.75 

I.  hexagona.  A  swamp  iris  of  the  southern  states,  with  dull  red-purple  flowers. 

More  erect  stalk  than  Dorothea  K.  Williamson,  but  lacks  the  freedom  of  bloom. 

Hortus  gives  the  color  of  this  iris  as  lilac  to  white.  $1.00 

I.  prismatica.  “Cube  seed.”  Erect  S.  of  violet,  the  F,  white,  veined  violet. 

Likes  the  moist  meadows  of  our  S.  E.  states.  The  stem  is  angular  and  strag¬ 
gling.

I.  Shrevei.  A  lavender-blue  iris  from  Mississippi,  that  is  said  to  thrive  in  any  dry,

I.  verna.  An  early-blooming  dwarf,  somewhat  like  I.  crista ta,  but  of  bright  lilac 
blue.  Considered  difficult  for  years,  until  its  requirements  were  learned  — 
as  acid  a  soil  as  the  bird-foot  violet  needs.  4  "  $ .  50 

I.  versicolor.  The  native  wild  iris  of  the  northern  states.  Will  make  clouds  of 

blue  in  low,  wet  ground.  $.35 

I.  vinecolor.  This  is  one  of  the  Louisiana  irises,  planted  last  year.  Responded 

well  to  our  “open  air”  treatment.  $2.00 

I.  virginicia.  Bright  blue.  Native  of  the  central  states.  $.75 


FOREIGN  SPECIES 

I.  chry sographes .  A  Chinese  species,  introduced  by  Wilson.  Much  like  a  single 
Japanese  iris  in  form,  but  with  narrower  petals.  A  beautiful,  all-velvet,  flower 
of  the  richest  violet-purple,  that  changes  to  a  lighter  tone,  all  making  a  very 
alluring  color  picture.  Blooms  with  the  Japs,  and  establishes  itself  more 
readily.

I.  dichotoma.  The  Vesper  iris,  that  opens  its  mass  of  small  lilac  flowers  at  three 
o’clock,  and  closes  them  at  seven.  The  last  iris  of  the  season  —  August  — 
except  for  the  fall-blooming  dwarfs  and  intermediates.
